DETAILED ACTION 

1 . claimsl -41 , have been examined and are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. An initialed and dated copy of applicant's IDS form 1449 submitted 05/30/2006, is attached 
to the instant office action. 
Claim Objections 

Claims 30, 31 , 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, and 37 objected to because of the following 
informalities: the claims recite the phrase "to be used for" in their preamble. The 
meaning of the phrase "to be used for" is doing something on behave of other; however, 
the claims recite that the functions are executed by the element itself. So, appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17,26-31, 33-35 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 , 30, 34, and 38 recite the phrase "polling on the trigger server so as to 
receive the request from the trigger server". It is not clear why the connected terminal 
polls the trigger server for a request that it has already received. 

In claim 38 the phrase "said session server include" lacks antecedent basis. 
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Claims 1 1 and 31 recite the phrase "a receiving unit operable to transmit device a 
request for a connection", and "a transmission unit operable to transmit. ...to the session 
management server, in the case when the request is received". It is not clear where the 
request is coming from. The specification discloses that a connection request comes 
from the connecting terminal, however, in the claim it was stated that the connecting 
terminal is receiving the request. 

Claims 26, 33 recites the phrase "a trigger processing unit operable to 
transmit,..., in the case when the trigger is received", it is not clear what the trigger 
referring to. 

Claim 35 recites the phrase "notifies the connected communication terminal of a 
request made by the session management". It is not clear what the request referring to. 
Furthermore, the claim recites the phrase "receiving a request for connection to the 
connected terminal" it is not clear from where the request is coming from. 

In addition to the unclear claim language, Claim 35 misses essential steps that 
enable the connecting terminal to connect with the connected terminal. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 

directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 30-33, reference a computer program that is 

not embedded within a computer readable medium or other statutory matter. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-25, 36, 37, and 41 are allowed.
